Year after year, I looked in vain 
for the catalogs- to take account 
and advantage of what Dr. Munk 
and his collaborators had pub- 
lished. Surely, it seemed, when 
Baden, Bergedorf, Bavaria, had 
appeared in the Kohl sections, and 
two of them had been published in 
translation, the catalogs of the very 
next year would be revised to con- 
form with the new information. 

But it has not even yet happened 
s were made! 

This neglect .of the information 
newly made available, often newly 
discovered, by the catalog makers, 
confuses and haunts me. Surely 
when someone spends time, effort 
and money, to the end of publish- 
ing a really adequate study on some 
country or issue, the catalogs might 
be expected almost ‘‘automatical- 
ly’”’ to change their listings to fit 
the new results. This I would ex- 
pect in the very first edition pre- 
pared after any new information 
appears—whether for Scott here,

For example, in 1947 Brookman’s 
great handbook on U. S. 19th Cen- 
tury stamps, making all previous 
works needless except as mines of 
statistical information, came out. 
His treatment of the 1861’s, the 
1862’s_ and other series, makes 
many statements in every catalog 
gravely misleading, not*to say er- 
roneous, at various points. The 
new U. S. catalog of Minkus has 
simply repeated the old errors. 
rookman’s information on the 
sizes of the sheets of the 1893 Co- 
lumbian issue flatly contradicts the 
old errors still parroted every- 
where. The late Professor Steim- 
ley gave this correction in a maga- 
zine article some twenty years 
ago—the cataloguers did not need 
to wait for Mr. Brookman to repeat 
it with due credit. 

Just in time for the 1950 cata- 
logs, an article with four new points 
on the U. S. 1873 issue appeared in 
“The Stamp Specialist.” One was 
that the changes from the 1870 is- 
sue were etched, not engraved. An- 
other was the fact that the changes 
were not ‘“‘secret’” but just un. 
noticed for years: the term “secret 
mark”’ is thus shown up as a mis- 
nomer. 

The real change on the 2c stamp 
was resuscitated from where it had 
lain unnoticed for over twenty 
years in an article in Mekeel’s 
Weekly. It ought have found its 
way into Scott as soon as published. 
The real difference between the 
15c stamps of 1870 and 1873, not in 
the upper triangle at all, was set 
forth and pictured.

Monaco FIPEX Set 
Tribute To U.S. 


A set of nine stamps which figur- 
atively does everything except 
play the Star Spangled Banner will 
be issued by Monaco in April to 
note that tiny nation’s participation 
in the Fifth International Philatelic 
Exhibition . New York City April 
28 to May 

Sesieaes an definitely slanted to 
bring pleasure to people of the 
United States and to pay tribute to 
several of the foremost partiots of 
this nation. The low value 1 franc, 
in vertical format, has George 
Washington leaning on a cannon. 

Other designs include two in dia- 
mond shape, one of which has Pres- 
ident Franklin Roosevelt in a 
central oval surrounded by line 
drawings of the Capitol, Supreme 
Court building and a frontal view 
of the White House. The other has 
Abraham Lincoln in the same kind 
of a setting with the exception that 
besides the Capitol, there is a log 
cabin and a rear view of the White 
House. 

A 5fr value has a bust portrait 
of President Eisenhower and the 
presidential seal. Another has a 
half-length portrait of Monaco’s 
ruler, Prince Rainier. The landing 
of Columbus in the new world is 
seen in another design. A southern 
plantation, situated on a river with 
steamboats afloat on it, complete 
the United States theme. 
Pertinent to Monaco is an 18th 
century view of the royal palace 
adapted from artwork in the royal 
archives, and a view of the spa at 
Monte Carlo. 

The 1. 5, 15 and 30fr will come 
in sheets of 25 subjects; the 2 and 
3fr in sheets of 30; while the 40, 50 
and 100fr will come as a triptych, 
five times to the sheet. Total face 
value of the nine is 246fr (70c U.S.) 
For the winter Olympics at Cor- 
tina d’Ampezzo, Italy a 15fr pic- 
tured the ski-jump—for the summer 
Olympics at Melbourne, Australia 
Monaco produced a design which 
shows the stadium and representa- 
tions of the various sports competi- 
tions. The latter is a 30fr. Face 
value is 45fr (14¢c U.S.). 

On a 100fr commem for the 26th 
motorcar race from Glasgow, Scot- 
land to Monte Carlo, Monaco there 
is shown a map of the route, a view 
of a Scottish castle, a bagpiper, a 
motorcar and a view of Monte Car- 
lo.

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Newspaper Stamp Columns 


We have often referred to the fact that some of the best publicity 
the hobby and business associated with stamp collecting can get are the 
stamp columns in our great newspapers. We have even suggested that 
the stamp trade as a promotional business should produce a syndicated 

x . stamp column that could be given to any 
: newspaper that would carry it. A tremen- 
dous amount of publicity for the hobby could 
be gotten in this manner and at a very low 
; cost considering what it would cost if space 
j had to be purchased. In fact, publicity of 
this nature can not be purchased, ‘it is 
quivalent to editorial space and editorial 
’space in any newspaper is not for sale. 

*# What is needed most in the stamp trade 
are a few real business men. Men who 
understand merchandising, promotion and 
he other factors that build interest in a 
‘hobby and that would thus create trade. 
‘Stamp dealers often complain about the 
‘conflict of other hobbies with stamp collect- 
ing. Reason for this is that other hobbies 
. which do conflict are promoted by big busi- 
;ness interests and there is nothing that can 
compete with sound publicity in getting 
iia business of any nature. Through the news- 
GEORGE W. LINN Paper stamp columns of the country there 

is an opportunity for unlimited publicity 
and it should be taken care of. 

There are a few stamp columns in some of our larger newspapers. 
These are handled by staff writers on various papers. They try to doa 
good job but their copy is designed primarily for local consumption. 
What we need is a type of copy that can fit into any newspaper, any- 
where in the country. Something that can by syndicated. Such columns 
as do now exist are in our opinion very poorly prepared, there is great 
room for improvement. 

_ It seems a pity that when a geat newspaper is ready and willing to 
give liberal space to a stamp column that it can not find the right man 
to produce it. This remark is based on actual fact for on January 24 
Wwe were honored by a visit from Mr. Irving H. Smith whose home is at 
Port Credit, Ontario, Canada which happens to be a small community 
located just outside the city line of Toronto. Mr. Smith is with the 
Telegram, Canada’s biggest newspaper. It has a circulation close to 
300,000. It carries a stamp column because Mr. Smith believes that a 
stamp column is a good feature. He spent quite some time at our home 
discussing stamps, stamp columns and also spoke very highly of our 
Own publication. Praise as came from Mr. Smith, for our humble 
efforts, made us feel rather proud. 

Toronto has several stamp clubs in various parts of the city, besides 
an unknown number of smaller ones in schools and elsewhere. Mr. 
Smith is convinced that a good stamp column in The Telegram would 
be a fine thing to have and he frankly stated that his ambition was to 
have the best stamp column in any newspaper in Canada or the United 
States. The Telegram is the largest newspaper in Canada and a stamp 
column such as Mr, Smith visions would do a tremendous amount of 
good for the hobby. 

The point however is, how can The Telegram get such a column? 
They are ready and willing to pay liberally to the writer who can pro- 
vide it. We had the privilege of mentioning several names to Mr. Smith, 
names of men who should be interested for various reasons as well as 
names of men whom we felt should be capable of newspaper experience. 
To produce a good stamp column for a newspaper is a difficult feat. It 
can only be done by a man who is a thorough philatelist and who has 
the ability to write in a manner that will be interesting to the reader. 
The space factor-is a big one. Not too much space is available and to 
fill the limited amount of space with just the right words to attract and 
interest the reader is a very big problem. 

We discussed all these things and tried to find the right solution. 
The man who can find that solution will have made a very big discovery. 
We have our own ideas about such a column, but to produce the right 
copy it would require close contact with the wires of the great Press 
Associations so that the man who had to put the column together could 
pick his news items with care and judgment and combine them into 
something that would be of general interest. 

Just whether there is enough of this kind of news on the wires we 
do not know, but we do know that each week there are enough happen- 
ings of interest to all stamp collectors, that a splendid column could be 
gotten together by anyone capable of preparing the copy and who had 
access to the news items. 

It seems like a sorry matter when a newspaper as great as the 
Toronto Telegram has to search for a man who can produce a stamp 
column such as they want. It speaks poorly for the stamp trade when 
it must be admitted that a demand such as the Telegram makes can not 
be fulfilled. 

The Telegram prints a special Saturday page which is headed, **The 
Telegram Hobby Page’”’. On this page we find Birdland, The Stars Next 
Week, Bridge, Photography, Let’s Explore Your Mind, Chess and 
Checkers and Stamp Chat. Several of these columns are conducted by 
people whose names are known from the Atlantic to the Pacific, names 
of national repute. What is needed for the stamp collecting hobby is a 
man who can produce the right copy and whose name over the column 
would become as well known as some of the names that head some of 
the other columns we have mentioned. 

Mr. Smith is searching for the man who can give The Telegram 
such a column. If it ean be produced for The Telegram it is a foregone 
conclusion that there will be other great newspapers that will come into 
line. Here is the way for the stamp trade to build up and develop some- 
thing that will create new collectors, hold the interest of those who are 
now collecting, and create business that will be of benefit to the trade.

BY CARL P. RUETH 


In the January 30 edition I men- 
tioned the man with approximately 
$600 worth of mint sheets for which 
the best offer af that time had been 
4% under face. These were in lots 
of ten each from the Al Smith to 
date, commems only. 

A number of folks have written 
offering face for them, but they 
are late as the entire accumula- 
tion was sold at face to a firm 
which does not have a _ postage 
meter and which does do a lot of 
first class letter mailing. 

Also received a note from a deal- 
er which reads, ‘“‘I have a friend 
(a customer) who has a collection 
of sheets that will pay his heirs 
when he dies. He doesn’t intend to 
sell until he dies. He has every 
sheet, except the Zepps and the $2 
and $5 from 1926 to the present 
date. You know what the Famous 
Americans and Flags are selling 
for in complete sheets. I don’t 
recommend the field of sheets my- 
self but I wish you wouldn’t run 
them down.” 

Let it first be said that no one 
can accuse me of not expressing 
an honest, forthright opinion when 
the occasion warrants. And it might 
further be said that such opinions 
are on pretty solid ground, backed 
by facts and generally quite fair. 
Sure, I irritate a few back- 
scratchers and_ fence-straddlers. 
Also some good, honest folks who 
just don’t see eye to eye with me 
on various things, but with them its 
an honest difference of thinking. 
Buying sheets of United States 
commems of the last 20 years is a 
very poor form of investment, and 
the figures prove it. Just try to 
sell yor accumulation of mint sheets 
sometime. And while you’re doing 
it count the time you write to vari- 
ous dealers (and the stationery and 
postage) or visit their stores or of- 
fices (count your transportation 
costs). 

Chances are you are going to 
have to do a lot of writing and a 
lot of visiting before you find a 
buyer at face. And remember you 
had your money tied up for the 
years covered by your “‘invest- 
ment” which produced nothing but 
acdeficit. 

As to the Flag stamps, they have 
been out since 1943-44. The face 
value of each pane of fifty is $2.50. 
Now here is the current price at 
which dealers are willing to buy 
them. These figures are quite re- 
liable and from the Quotation Bul- 
letin of the Mint Sheet Brokerage. 
And further, the sheets must be 
very fine to superb to warrant this 
money.

The Poland, Greece and Korea 
are the good ones and the reason 
they are good is because few peo- 
ple have them to sell, just like 
sheets of the 10c Famous Ameri- 
cans. However if your investment 
portfolio includes at least a pane 
of each Flag, then you’ve taken an 
awful beating on the twelve year 
span. 

Besides your cost of the sheet 
files and the storage, you must also

Such a. discussion as the above 
about investing in mint sheets is 
always painful to those who are 
hoping for big returns. But they 
might as well come down to earth 
and face facts, and they can face 
them in no better way than going 
out right now when times are good 
and seeing how mftch they can get 
for their material. 

If you collect sheets, fine. But 
don’t try for riches!

Despite the somewhat jaunty 
name of the organization, its pur- 
pose and membership was similar 
to those of the Pilgrims who landed 
at Plymouth Rock. The Adven- 
turers were philatelically honored 
by Scott #132-147 which is widely 
known as the ‘‘Eleutheran’’ issue. 


But before delving into the phila- 
telic history, let us take one final, 
wishful glance at the city of Nas- 
sau with its 34% mile long harbor, 
beautiful. bathing beaches, golf 
courses and tennis courts. It com- 
bined a wealth of Old World charm 
and serenity with the most up-to- 
date hotels and specialty shops. 
Small wonder that Nassau serves 
as a tranquil holiday land for tens 
of thousands of tourists every year, 
the majority Americans. While we 
are not being subsidized by the 
Bahamian authorities for writing 
this, there is always the chance 
that they will offer us a free, all- 
expenses-paid two-week vacation 
out of gratitude! 

The philatelic history of the BA- 
HAMAS commenced in 1856 when 
the Nassau post office was first 
opened. The postmark used on 
regular stamps of Great Britain 
between the assumption of service 
and April 1, 1858 was ‘‘AOQ5’’ in the 
usual horizontal oval. Such stamps 
with clear Nassau strike are selling 
in London from $15 up, with eovers, 
as always, at a premium. 

(There is a very famous volume 
called ‘“‘The Postage Stamps and 
Postal History of the Bahamas” by 
the well-known philatelic writer 
Harold G. D. Gisburn which ad- 
vanced students of this field regard 
as indispensable). 

The 19th century material in- 
cludes a number of expensive rari- 
ties. While Scott does a commend- 
able job here. it is the new Minkus 
Catalogue ‘i-at steals the show with 
a superbly clear and concise pre- 
sentation of these rather tricky is- 
sues. 

The attractive, interesting and 
highly popular 20th century issues

with the old fort. 

This was followed by the small- 
type King Edward VII and KGV 
sets while the first strictly com- 
memorative, Scott #65-69, made. its 
appearance on March 1, 1920: The 
seal of the. Bahamas which forms 


a prominent part of the design of. 


this ‘‘Peace’’ issue wraps up the 
colony’s 18th century history in a 
nutshell. The motto translates: 
“The expulsion of the pirates has 
restored our commerce’’, 

In 1921, the small KGV set as 
well. as the ‘‘Queen’s Staircase’’ 
issue reappeared with the new 
‘Multiple Crown and Script CO’ 
watermark. The 300th Anniversary 
followed in 1929, with the 2/- and 
| 3/- reissued without dates at the 
top in 1931. 

The ‘usual Silver Jubilee and 
KGVI Coronation sets were inter- 
spersed by Scott #96, the beautiful 
“Flamingo” stamp and the only 
KGV pictorial stamp of the Ba- 
hamas. This pleasing design was 
again utilized for the 8d KGVI of 
1938. This 1938 regular KGVI issue, 
to which some values were added 
during the war years and a 10d.as 
late as 1946, offers a fertile field 
for the specialist. 

Besides the two ‘Short T’’ in 
“TWO” varieties which Scott lists, 
specialists distinguish not less than 
15 additional shade and paper va- 
rieties! The most valuable of these 
are Scott Nos. 110 and 112 on very 
thin, chalky paper; the former sells 
for near $7 mint and $6 used and 
the latter about $25 mint and $15 
used. 3 

In addition, the ‘‘St’ Edward’s 
Crown’’ watermark error has been 
found on the brown-purple variety 
of Scott #100. The 3d provisional 
of 1940 came next and it, in turn, 
was followed by the famous ‘‘Land- 
fall of Columbus” overprints of 
1942. 

It had been decided to do the 
overprinting locally and the work 
was executed on the presses of the 
“Nassau Guardian’’, As Scott points 
out in a foot-note, two printings 
exist which can best be distinguish- 
ed by the gum which is either very 
dark or very white. The value of 
the two printings is about the same. 

The %d exists with double over- 
print (about $100) while a “COIUM- 
BUS” overprint variety exists on 
the 4d and 6d denominations which 
sell for about $25 each. For any 
collector seriously interested in spe- 
cializing in the KGVI issues of the 
Bahamas, the ‘‘Commonwealth”’ 
catalogue is a must. 

The Peace & Victory set was fol- 
lowed by the splendid ‘‘Eleutheran 
Tercentenary’’ of 1948 which is ex- 
cellent property mint or used. For- 
tunately, these beautiful designs 
were not allowed to go to waste 
with the passjng of KGVI, but were 
again used for the current QEII 
pictorials, only this time they are 
even bi-colored! 

Between these two the Bahamas, 
of course, also released the cus- 
tomary Silver Wedding, UPU and 
QEII Coronation issues. 

This brings us to the semipostal, 
special delivery and ‘‘War Tax’”’ of 
World War I which are all over- 
prints on then-current emissions. 
Nearly all have been discovered 
with inverted as well as with double 
overprints. 

One of the most astonishing facts 
about Scott #E1 is that this item 
was also on sale at the Canadian 
post offices of Ottawa, Toronto, 
Westmount and Winnipeg to facili- 
tate commercial correspondence 
between the two countries!

Headache For 
Italy Collectors 


The Italian Government is giving 
collectors a mild headache by re- 
leasing the various star-watermark 
re-issues of regular stamps without 
notice or note of first-day dates, 
says P. Ostrow. 

To complicate things further, they 
are being placed on sale in various 
Italian cities, apparently as supply 
of the old wing-wheel watermarks 
is exhausted.

But nothing has | been changed. 
In fact, when Scott’s old cut of the 
characteristic feature of the U. S. 
2c 1873 wore out and a new one was 
made, that only exaggerated the 
old mistake. Minkus’ 1956 catalog 
has at long last gotten the 2c cor- 
rect; but leaves the 15c confused. 

The inertia of the catalog-makers

valid information to incorporate 
into their books. 

Take another case. If you look 
under Griqualand West in the cata- 
logs, you will find an 1874 manu- 
script surcharge 1d on the 4d Cape 
of Good Hope, listed as No. 1. Twice 
it has been pointed out in highly 
accurate monographs that this is 
not a Griqualand issue at all, but 
was made at Kimberley when that 
town was served by the Cape of 
Good Hope postal service, before 
Griqualand had its own Post Office 
Department. 

It was so reported in the Kohl 
Handbook under Griqualand West, 
published in 1929; and again under 
the Cape of Good Hope in the ‘‘Kohl 
Handbook extension’? by Rudolphi 
and associates after Dr. Munk had 
to flee Germany to avoid the Hit- 
lerite wrath. 

But thus far, no catalog and no 
printed album put this in its proper 
place under Cape of Good Hope, as 
the 1874 Kimberley Provisional. 

Stanley Ashbrook, certainly one 
of America’s two or three ablest 
students of U. S. 19th Century is- 
sues, published an article on the 
U. S. 1861 issue and its continua- 
tions. Not all of it, unfortunately, 
could be used literally by the cata- 
loguer. This appeared just after 
Brookman’s book, so could not af- 
fect that work. But the main con- 
tentions were wholly sound, and en- 
tirely upsetting to the accepted 
cataloguing. 

Leaving out Mr. Ashbrook’s un- 
fortunate desire not to say ‘“‘essay”’ 
and call some items ‘‘sample la- 
bels”; forgetting his overlooking 
the absurdity of the name ‘“‘steel 
blue” for a blue-gray as so named 
in catalogs, correctly, for later 
stamps; it ought have been obvious 
to every catalog maker that this 
treatment should have been adopt- 


7} ed without delay. 


Purposely I have delayed to this 

point some further comments aris- 
ing from the inertia towards the 
Kohl Handbook. That work, for ex- 
ample, clearly, definitely puts the 
facts about the stamps for French 
Offices in Ethiopia. But these three 
1907 values have never been shifted 
out of listing under ‘‘France—Of.- 
fices in the Turkish Empire’’, 
were they did not ever see service. 
The explanatory note that is given 
just.confuses the collector further. 
Likewise, the haphazard partial 
revisions of Estonia, which have 
first delisted many stamps, then re- 
listed some, over the years, might 
all have been avoided, had the Kohl 
Handbook been heeded. Even now, 
the chaos could be resolved by use 
of that country in Kohl, which is a 
really adequate contemporary 
monograph written while many of 
the stamps were current. 
Had it not been for some few of 
us who literally pressed onto the 
cataloguers the results of the mag- 
nificent book on Transvaal by Bas- 
den and Curle, published in 1940, 
that country’s ‘listing would today 
be as misleading as back in 1910. 
Now why such inertia when a su- 
perb handbook has appeared and 
been widely given favorable notice 
in the stamp press from this paper 
to the ones published at the anti- 
podes? 

These are only a few of dozens 
of cases that could be cited. 

Whether it is rearrangement of 
stamps issued a century ago and 
listed for ninety years, or new is- 
sues mislisted, the same inertia of 
inattention occurs. In particular, 
discoveries of unknown items are 
not merely given the necessary 

“seasoning” period after first an- 
nouncement so that they may be 
verified, found to be genuine, and 
so on. They are normally neg- 


Type case: five years between 
discovery of Union of South Africa 
No. 2a, halfpenny 1913 double print, 
and its listing. 

Even when it comes to country- 
names, utter inertia, penetrable 


5 Sh with the greatest of difficulty, 
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holds good among catalog-makers. 
It was less than ten years ago that 
one utterly non-existent name, that 
never had any existence at all, was 
finally dropped by the last two 
catalogs. I refer to the misnomer 
“Colombian Republic’’ for Colom- 


ia. 

To this day, a name that never 
was’ used for the country within 
recorded times, continues to be 
used for what was legally the 
Netherlands East Indies or Nether- 
lands Indies—the wholly fictional 
‘‘Dutch Indies.’’ In both the cases 
mentioned, the catalog makers 
were repeatedly informed, in some 
cases by philatelic scholars of the 
highest standing. 

Let me not be misunderstood. 
These are not the final misnomers. 
Others persist to this day, such as 
‘Roman States’, a term never 
used for that government or area 
outside of stampdom. Other linger- 
ing misnomers are ‘“‘Spain, Offices 
in Morocco”’ for Spanish Morocco, 
and ‘‘France, Offices in Morocco’”’ 
for French Morocco. :No doubt 
there are a dozen more still in use, 
but not known to me. 

Likewise, when Indonesia came 
forth as a government and a stamp 
issuing entity, one might have ex- 
pected that ‘‘of course’’ the pre- 
existing issues of the miscalled 
“Dutch Indies’? would have been 
made the first portion of Indone- 
sia’s listings. Years back, when 
German Southwest Africa was suc- 
ceeded by the South African (not 
“British’’ as misstated quite regu- 
larly) mandate country, South West 
Africa, one might have expected 
the German issues to be switched 
to South West as the first section, 
even as was South African Repub- 
lic to Transvaal after the Boer War 
in 1902. 

The same applies to German East 
Africa and its successor, Tangan- 
yika. For years, off and on, those 
interested have urged _ these 
changes on the catalog publishers— 
only to be wholly ignored. 

One form of this inertia of inat- 
tention to discoveries is the ex- 
treme reluctance of catalog makers 
to delist items which really ought 
never have been included. There is, 
for example, Stellaland No 6, of 
which no genuine copy exists. The 
alleged ‘‘genuine’’ copies are just 
as false as those supposed to be 
“bogus.” It has long been. on 
prominent record that this republic 
ceased to exist between ordering 
and receiving the overprinting 
handstamp; that the handstamp 
found its way into unscrupulous 
philatelic hands without ever hav- 
ing been legally used. The cata- 
logs merely put a non-commital 
“doubtful” note after the listing. 

The mere fact that an error has 
been let stand for sixty or more 
years does not, however, make it 
the less erroneous. 

We might wonder whether any- 
one ever informed Scott that their 
picture of the Greenland 1945 over- 
print type, before No. 17, continues 
to be completely wrong, even to in- 
cluding. quotation marks not in it. 
There is nothing to indicate .that 
this is just citing the wording, not 
a picture of the surcharge. 

It is now fifteen years since 
Harry Konwiser and myself, in an 
article in the Collectors Club Philat- 
elist, published when the head of 
Scott’s was the Mr. Big of that 
club’s Board of Governors, showed 
quite conclusively that the U. S. 2c 
Navy Dept. in green is a trial print- 
ing or plate proof in finished stamp 
form and made after the stamps 
of that set were obsolete. We indi- 
cated that it ought to be relegated 
to the Color Trial Proofs section 
of the U. S. Catalog. It is still 
listed as a stamp, with a non-com- 
mital note. 

New knowledge simply is not 
utilized in stampdom. In short, the 
cataloguers are slapping down the 
students. Their inertia practically 
says: ‘‘Go to blazes with your in- 
formation. We’ll keep on publishing 
whatever fictions we wish to.” ., 

Delisting is not quite as signifi- 
cant as correcting information on 
stamps that exist. Therefore I re- 
vert to Mr. Ashbrook’s study of the 
U. S..1861 issue, results of which 
have been corroborated quite in- 
dependently by Elliott Perry and 
others. 

Despite the prominence of the 
publication in-which Mr. Ashbrook’s 
work apepared, no attention has 
been paid to his new facts by any 
catalog-maker, right through the 
1956 editions. The errors remain, 
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after sixty years, and remain mis- 
information no matter how old the 
statements of them are. 

Reverting to Stellaland, Scott 
(and maybe others) received in- 
formation numerous times that its 
five actual stamps, omitting the 
bogus one which long ago should 
have been delisted, are really the 
first stamps of Bechuanaland. But 
they haven’t ever been moved to 
that site for listing: and even the 
new Minkus 1956 catalog perpetu- 
ates the old mistake. 

It isn’t for the author of the book 
or article to make the catalog edi- 


the proper business of the catalog 
staff to catch new information, pay- 
ing attention to the stamp journals 
and new books. In the twenty years 
I was a catalog publisher, we of 
the ‘‘Bureau Print Catalog family”’ 
—Dr. Mitchéll, the late Berton 
Hoover and myself—were watching 
for such new information and lost 
no time in readjusting our listings 
thereto. 

If automobile makers were as 
inert as catalog publishers, we 
would still be driving rattling fliv- 
vers at 25 m.p.h., or having front 
knuckles break every 500 miles as 
they did on 1921 Chev’s, or making 
6 miles per gallon of gas as did 
1914 Stanley Steamers. 

Catalog publishers’ inertia to- 
wards new information has another 
aspect. This is their pricing on 
stamps. Perhaps lagging a bit, we 
had no qualms about depressing a 
price when a stamp had become 
plentiful so that it did not bring list 
price. Mr. Berton Hoover devised 
a system for keeping a continuous 
record, from one edtion till he 
priced the next, of what quantities 
of each stamp were being offered 
and sold, and at what prices. He 
thus could report actual market. 
He did so. 

But it is substantially not possible 
to get prices on items which have 
become common, adjusted to that 
fact in any regular postage catalog, 
wherever published. Dealers make 
the adjustment just the same, giv- 
ing ‘‘astronomical’’, wholly absurd 
discounts. This inertia is steadily 
undermining confidence in catalog 
prices. The discount in effect var- 
ies from stamp to stamp within a 
set, let alone from series to series, 
country to country. 

A typical case is Afghanistan’s 
two 75 poul stamps of 1934 and 
1937, picturing the Darrah-Shikari 
Pass. (Nos. 307, 307A, in Scott). 
The 1956 catalog prices No. 307 at 
75c unused, same used. It prices |! 
No. 307A at 50c unused and used. 

In the 1955 edition the prices 
were: No. 307 50c unused, 30c used; 
No. 307A 30c unused, 25c used. 
These prices bear no relation to 
market. ae 

No. 307A, the blue stamp, is 
plentiful; almost any dedler has 
several copies, used or unused, suf- 
ficient for some years’ demand. No. 
307, the red stamp, is all but un- 


dealers in this country, I had to 
send to England, and after some 
hunting, a correspondent there got 
me an unused copy. More recently 
a prominent collector of Afghans 
proudly showed me a used copy he 
finally got from abroad. 

This condition has been reported 
to the Scott catalog editors several 
successive years. YaQu’d think it 
would have affected pricings. Cer- 
tainly the blue 307A ought to be 
dropped to 10c used and unused, for 
it sells normally at just that much. 
The red one, No. 307, might well 
be priced $2 cancelled, $1 mint. 

Cape of Good Hope No. 4, the 4d 
triangle of 1855, is at least five 
times as plentiful as No. 13, the 
similar one of 1863 by De La Rue. 
The pricings for years have been 
about the same, with sometimes the

The XXth running in 1953 was 
won by Giannino Marzetto of Italy 
in a Ferrari sports car, averaging

because of protection from weather 
and crashes, as well as better per- 
formance record over the open 
sports car.

Orders of the Merit of Labor 


This commemorates two orders— 
Cavalieri al Merito del Lavore be- 
gun in 1901 (Order of the Knights 
of Work), and the Stella al Merito 
del Lavore instituted in 1932 (Work- 
ers Star). These honor distinguish- 
ed Italian workers whose achieve- 
ments have been officially recog- 
nized by these awards, the Order 
of Knights to managers and the 
Workers Star to ordinary workers. 
The stamp was issued on the eve 
of Italian Labor Day, and depicts 
a bee on a honeycomb as the sym- 
bol of work, while below are the 
coats of arms of the two orders. 
(Scott No. 167). 


300th Anniversary of Birth, 
Arcangelo Corelli 


Born at Fusignano 1653, he was 
a great musician and an outstand- 
ing - violinist, hence the violin 
shaped border. He died at Rome in 
1713 and was buried in the Pan- 
theon. (Scott No. 168). 


St. Clare of Assisi ; 


Born at Assisi, July 16, 1194, she 
died there August 11, 1253. The 
eldest daughter of Favorino Sciffi, 
Count of Sasso Rosso, from her 
childhood she was devoted to pray- 
er and penance. At the age of 18 
she heard St. Francis of Assisi 
preach and she secretly asked him 
to help her live after the manner 
of the gospel counSels. 

He received her as a nun March 
20, 1212 and placed her in the Bene- 
dictine convent at Bastia, and later 
at Sant Angelo in Panzo. 

She was joined by her younger 
sister, St. Agnes of Assisi and re- 
mained at Sant Angelo until St. 
Francis prepared a convent for her 
next to the church at St. Damiano 
in Assisi, where she came and es- 
tablished the beginning of the Order 
of the Poor Clares, as they are now 
known, with complete poverty as 
their characteristic. 

Clare was abbess of San Damiano 
until her death. She and her nuns 
lived a cloistered life there. 

Even in the lifetime of St. Clare 
new convents of the order sprang 
up all over Europe. 

The famous story of St. Clare at 
an Damiano occurred in 1234 
when the troops of Frederick II in 
preparing for the attack on Assisi 
attempted to scale the walls of San 
Damiano. St. Clare rose from a 
sick bed and held the Blessed Sac- 
rament in the window at the upper 
left of- the facade, and the soldiers 
fell off the wall and fled in confu- 
sion. 

A larger force came to assault 
Assisi and at the prayers of St. 
Clare a violent storm arose and 
scattered the tents and equipment 
and they fled. 

At-St. Clare’s death her nuns 
wanted to keep her body at San 
Damiano but the city magistrates 





insisted her body be brought within 
the city walls for protection, and 
they placed it in the church of San 
Giorgio. Here Clare had first heard 
St. Francis preach. 

Alexander IV canonized St. Clare 
September 23, 1255 and the present 
church of St. Clare was begun to 
house her body, where it was placed 
under the high altar, October 3, 
1260. Hidden there for six cen- 
turies and ‘‘lost’”? as was the body 
of St. Francis, it was exhumed in 
1850 and her bones transferred to a 
shrine in the crypt which had been 
prepared for them. Her feast is 
celebrated August 12. 

A pictorial record of the celebra- 
tion for St. Clare at Assisi was 
printed in Life Magazine a few 
years ago. 

In the picture on the stamp is 
seen a painting of St. Clare by 
Simone Martini from the lower Ba- 
silica of St. Francis at Assisi, be- 
neath which is the facade of the 
convent at San Damiano. The win- 
dow at the extreme left is where 
St. Clare stood with the Blessed 
Sacrament. (Scott No. 169).

more plentiful one priced higher. 
No. 4 should be dropped drastically 


This whole trend of an ever-in- 
creasing difference between the 
catalog list prices and the actual 
market is an inertia that continues 
to do harm. It gives the outside 
public an exaggerated idea of 
stamp values, because all maga- 
zine and newspaper writers on 
stamps for the non-collecting pub- 
lic, cite the catalog prices only. 
Thus the inertia on pricing directly 
increases the incentive to the rash 
robberies of dealers and of collec- 
tors that has broken out. The 
variable, unstated discounts that 
obtain, work harm by disgusting 
collectors with many countries as 
fields to collect. 

Let me end with constructive sug- 
gestions. Probably no catalog 
maker will adopt them: but here 
they are. They represent what we 
of the “Bureau Print Catalog fam- 
ily’ successfully practised for the 
twenty years 1933 to 1953. 
..First: When a new Book or au- 
thoratative article of factual report 
comes out on any issue or country, 
the catalog arrangement and the 
notes therein are to be revised 
promptly to accord with the new 
knowledge. Incidentally, the cata- 
log publisher is expected to be on 
the alert to notice such books or 
articles. 

. Second: When it is shown that 
some item does not exist, or is 
strictly fictitious, known as a fake, 
it is to be deleted without demur or 
delay. 

. Third: No price, whether 2c or 
$40,000 is to be raised until we have 
actual trustworthy reports that this 
stamp has been selling regularly 
for more than the cited price... 
with the following exception. 

. Fourth: When a stamp is report- 
ed as being wholly unobtainable, or 
to be had only by sending abroad 
for it and being scarce abroad, too, 
the list price is to be raised, per- 
hans 50 to 75%. 

. Fifth: When a stamp is known to 
be accumulating in dealers’ stocks, 
and/or is being offered at discounts 
from 60% to 90%, the price is to 
be cut in half. 

Sixth: A definite statement, with 
actual figures in percentages or 
otherwise, of the discounts applying 
to the prices given, perhaps with 
picturing of the centering and other 
conditions for each stage or amount 
of discount, is sorely needed as 
part of each catalog. 

There isn’t any immediate hope, 
for myself at least, that any of the 
cataloguers—whether Scott, Sana- 
bria, Minkus, Gibbons of England, 
Yvert, Michel, or anyone else—will 
adopt any or all of these sugges- 
tions, or even heed the specific 
cases mentioned in the body of this 
article. But it would really pay 
them to do so. The first in each 
country to go the whole way on 
them would almost surely drive 
competition out of the field. 

The examples cited here are far 
from being the only ones. They 
happen to be the ones with which T 
am most familiar. No doubt each 
reader could cite others which he 
might consider still more striking 
rm showings of these harmful iner- 
las.
